The parents ought to be In 
charge, by all means. But they 
ought not to be tyrants, dictators. 
They run the home for the chll- 
drens benefit, which Is quite a dif- 
ferent thing from letting the chil- 
dren run It as they please. Eventu- 
ally, if the parents are wise, they 
will send out into the world young 
people who have been taught to 
stand on their own feet. They will 
cut the apron-strings, they will 
train their children so that they 
will be capable of founding and liv- 
ing happily in homes of their own.

There is a lot of nonsense being 
aired in the controversy 
loyalty oaths for teachers, 
good deal of it is coming from 
Leftwing publications, Leftwing 
writers, and Leftwing organiza- 
tions.

Chill in cold running water or 
ice water, drain, pack into con- 
tainers. Seal and freeze. It re- 
quires from 1 to 1 M pounds as- 
paragus to make 1 pint package 
for freezing. 

Greens take similar treatment 
— but the yield will vary with 
the kind. Leaves may be left 
whole or chopped, depending on 
your preference. Young, tender 
leaves give the best product — 
wash well, and heat in boiling 
water for 1 to 2 minutes. Two 
minutes will be needed for beet 
greens, kale, chard, mustard and 
turnip greens; less time for ten- 
der spinach leaves. Cool prompt- 
ly in cold water and drain. Pack 
greens into containers leaving >/i 
inch head space, seal and freeze.
